The measure of recognition 
of women accorded by the new admin­ 
istration will probably depend on the 
demands they make, say the niiSi 
politieiuns. 
It will certainly be the 
policy of the new administration to 
do everything possible to please the 
women; and it is conceded that the 
women are in a position to demand 
much. 
As nearly as the statisticians can 
make out at this time, there were 
fur tin* country, as a whole, about 
eighty-five women votes for Harding 
mid Coolidge for every one hundred 
men votes. 
So the 
women, lf they 
desire to do so, can Justly say that 
they had a band In the Republican 
landslide almost equal to that of the 
men, 
As to the question about the 
women and t ’ e cabinet, th** men folk 
who are in politics In a big way are 
disposed to take the view that the 
women vliould ha*© some training In 
public life before aspiring to places 
iii the cabinet. 
The time will come, 
they say. when women will sit in the 
cabinet, 
but It will 
not come next 
spring. 
P le n ty of P 'a c e* fo r T h em . 
If lite women really desire to 
help 
run the 
government during the next 
four years, there will ta* plenty of 
places whieh they can undoubtedly 
fill 
In an acceptable way. 
Already 
women representing various organiza­ 
tions have been looking into the num­ 
ber of offices outside of the classified 
serviee, and they have been surprised, 
vo one of them salt! today, to find that 
there will Im* s o many good places at 
the disposal of the new president. 
There will he. fir*»t of all. the women 
discover, the assistant secretaryships 
In various departments, places that 
pay an average of $.T,0*IO a year.
